It was generally agreed, however, that 


from a party standpoint almost any bill 
would be better than none, and this feel- 
Ing gave the friends of the measure hope, 
despite the apparently unyielding atti- 
tude of the party factions. They ara 
still holding to the bill as originally in- 
troduced and express the belief that it 
will form the basis of whatever settle- 
ment Is agreed upon.

I have jnst come back from a visit 


to the Waterval, the new military pris- 
on camp Home miles outside Pretoria 
on the Petersburg railway. The ramp 
was occupied by about 2,000 soldiers. 
It Is a beautiful spot. The country 
round about is as groen and beautiful 
as a Kentish valley- ^The men's quar- 
ters consist of a i-*<£83 of long galva- 
nized iron sheds. Ia them the soldiers 
have made themselves perfectly com- 
fortable and spem to have settled down 
to a regular garrison existence. The 
large Inclosure is surrounded by a 
barbed wire entanglement. Each cor- 
ner is protected by stockades, on which 
marine guns are mounted. Each stock- 
ade Is in electric communication with 
the others, and the whole camp seems 
to form an absolutely secure detention 
grouud for the prisoners. 


I found the camp in a perfect sani- 


tary condition. The men, generally 
speaking, had their clothing clean and 
carefully kept, but here and there one 
saw an example of the untidy man 
who Is to be foiMt£ 5n every army. 
Games of all sorts were going on, and 
a perfectly good understanding seemed 
to exist between the.< guards and the 
men. 
The prisoners were being fed 


upon the English army rations captur- 
ed at Dundee. But they were allowed 
to purchase any amount of vegetables 
and fruit, which are just now most 
plentiful. A number of men had been 
supplied by the Transvaal government 
with boots and clothing, although the 
Boers are running very short of these. 


I spoke to a number of men who 


were walking about with the guards 
and asked them if they were being 
treated all right 
They all answered 


In the affirmative. 
One man said: 


"Why, they treat us here like gentle- 
men. There has not been a hard word 
spoken to us since we were taken pris- 
oners." 


The hospital arrangements -were ex- 


cellent, but complaints had been made 
that the water supplied to the camp 
was unsuitable. The government there- 
fore is now sending a daily supply of 
fountain water In tanks from Pretoria. 
The officers' quarters in Pretoria re- 
quire no further comment. The*€tate 
Model school. In which they are con- 
fined, is a modern and well constructed 
building, having many large ana lofty 
rooms, and surrounded by a broad, cool 
veranda. The officers have their own 
cooks and servants. 
Tbe bathrooms 


are commodious, and abundant litera- 
ture can be procured from the state 
library. 


The rations supplied to the prisoners 


are of much the same quantity and 
quality as those issued to the wives 
and families of burghers throughout 
the state. In Johannesburg the gov- 
ernment issues dally rations to 13,o6o 
persons. Pretoria streets are now full 
of people who, have arrived from Eu- 
rope with the Red Cross ambulances. 
The German and -Belgian ambulance 
corps are here, both men and women 
being in serviceable campaign dress. 
The Belgian women affect much the 
same kind of outfit as was so popular 
with women who made the hard jour- 
ney to the Klondike. 
These ambu- 


lances are badly wanted at the front, 
as there Is sure to be some very heavy 
•work in the immediate future.

Nei- 
ther is it an oxperimeul, for he did the 
same thing eiofht years ago, when he 
was too fleshy for comfort. At that 
time his only nourishment for 47 days 
was a glass of milk a day. The milk. 
however, did not agree with him, and 
he is now shunning it.

When 
a high wind or ti heavy ruin Threatens, 
tl'c spider may bo seen taking iu sail 
•with jjreat energy—tlnvt is, bliortc-niug 
the rope filament' that sustain, the web 
structure. If the storm )y to be uimsual- 
ly severe or c£ long duiiitiou, tho ropes 
PIC, strengthened as -yell us shortened, 
the better to resibt thu onset of the ele- 
ments. Kot until pleasant weather is 
again doe at Laud will the ropes *e 
lengthened as befou-. Ou the contrary, 
when you seo the spider running out 
the slender filaiiu nts>, it is certain that 
calm, fine weather has set in, whose 
duration may be measured by their 
elongation. 


Every 24 hours the spider makes some 


alteration in its web to suit the weather. 
If these changes ore made toward even- 
ing, just before sunset, a fine clear night 
may be safely counted upon. When the 
spider sits quiet and dull in the middle 
of its web, rain is not far off. If it be 
active, however, and'- continues so dur- 
ing a shower, then it will be of brief 
duration, and sunshine will follow. 


These various indications may be wit- 


nessed and studied to the best advantage 
in the open air. But you need not al- 
ways go outdoors to watch the spider 
barometer. There are few houses -where 
the crafty creature does not find an ob- 
scure corner wherein to swing its sign- 
board, "Flies taken in and done for 
here." Watch these places, and when 
you see the spiders coming out on tbe 
walls more freely than usual you, may- 
be sure that rain is near. 


There are individuals who would not 


keep a stock of spiders about their prem- 
ises for the express purpose of prophesy- 
ing the weather from their movements, 
and the enmity felt by the good house- 
maid for this particular species of ani- 
mal is notorious. Those individuals can 
study the movements of their own do- 
mestic animals. Cats and dogs are given 
to scratching and othet1 uneasy move- 
ments on the approach of rainy weather, 
and their fur looks less bright and glos- 
sy. Horses and cattle stretch their necks 
and sniff the air. Sheep become frolic- 
some or turn their backs to the wind 
and quarrel frequently. Goats bleat in- 
cessantly and leave the hilltops for more 
sheltered spots. Pigs run uneasily about, 
carrying straw to tbe sty, and no longer 
•wallow in the mud and mire. Fowls 
huddle together in tbe farmyard with 
drooping wings, and the air is filled 
with the clamorpus cackle of geese and 
ducks. Those who live in the country 
and spend, much time in the open air 
have the advantage of olTwrving the 
movements of wild animals and of feel- 
ing keenly in their own persons tbe op- 
erations of the changing atmospherical 
conditions. 
Moles become more active 


in digging, stoats and weasels become 
unusually restless and uneasy, and the 
hedgehog fortifies his cave against the 
coming storm with an unfailing provi- 
sion which has earned for him a most en- 
viable reputation as a weather prophet 


Wild birds make still better objects 


of observation because in the "large 
air" their actions are easily noted. 
Crows and swallows remain near home 
when a tempest is brewing; 'sea gulls no 
longer venture out to sea, but hover 
over the fields or fly inland when wind 
and rain are near; swallows fly low 
and gkim the water, and the robin broods 
melancholy in the bush or seeks the 
shelter of a neighboring roof. These are 
only a few of the many creatures of the 
fields and the air which enable a, man 
•who has eyes to see to forecast the 
•weather during the next few hours. The 
erplanatioii of all this is to be found in 
the exceeding sensitiveness1 of most ani- 
mals, especially those -which are more 
or less wild, to atmospherical condi- 
tions. They are all constantly making 
forecasts after their own manner, and, 
as wo have hinted, they are far more 
trustworthy than any devices of man to- 
ward this end. 


Several ingenious attempts have re- 


cently bean made to turn this unfailing 
instinct to some commercial use. A 
number of very unique living barome- 
ters have been put upon the market. 
The cheapest, aad the one which will 
probably become the most popular, is 
the frog barometer. A small green frog 
is found in Germany which always 
comes out of the water when cold or 
wet weather is approaching. 
These 


frogs are caught and kept in glass jars 
furnished with a tiny ladder and half 
filled with water. The frog -weather 
prophet sits high and dry on the top of 
his ladder for several hours before a 
storm and climbs down to the bottom 
•when the weather is to be fair and 
clear. Other remarkable weather proph- 
ets ore leeches, and we have heard of a 
old meteorologist who adjusted lij^ ba- 
lumewsr in such a way chat tho leeches 
would ring n little bell whenever a 
storm was approaching and would re- 
main silent when tli6 weather was fair 
or sotting fair. These creatures will 
also indicate the weather in the somo 
way as the green frog referred to. If 
kept in a jar filled with water, they 
will climb up the sides when it is about 
to rain and gather round the top.—Lon- 
don Standard.

Quo of the most interesting theories 


In regard to the ancient colonization of 
America is that relating to its Asiatic 
origin. These theories were supported 
by tribal traditions, chiefly among the 
highly civilized racps of Mexico as they 
were discovered by the Spaniards, from 
an analysis of which it -would appear 
that the first settlements of this conti- 
nent wore Asiatic—for the time of a 
high degree of cultivation, in time over- 
run and subjugated by more warlike and 
powerful invaders,who, like themselves, 
came from the north. 


Archaeological discoveries in New 


Mexico, Arizona and California have 
tended to confirm these obscure legends, 
and now a correspondent of The Globe- 
Deiuoerat of St. Louis presents the lat- 
est claims in the evidence of a Professor 
Alfred Eldrige of Montreal as to recent 
discoveries made by him in Alaska. 
Professor Eldrige's statements to the 
correspondent were, in brief, as follows: 


"At the mouth of the Kuwalik river, 


on the shore of Kotzebue sound, I en- 
countered a small settlement of Indians, 
who were much surprised at my desire 


1 to proceed up the stream. 


I 
"The chief did all in his power to 


persuade me to abandon my project, ex- 
plaining unbearable perils galore which 
I would tie certain to encounter. The 
savages seemed to think the district 


i cursed by the Great Spirit, and nothing 


could tempt them to set foot on it. 


' 'I did not feel uneasy, however, un- 


til I arrived at the mouth of the Ku- 
walik. As I entered the mouth of this 
frozen river it seemed ns though I conld 
read, 'Abandon hope, all ye who enter 
here,' written across its horizon, and 
the vision of a possible Dantean 'Infer- 
no' beyond amazed me. 
** 


"On the border of a little lake where 


I stopped my attention was drawn to a 
spot half way up a steep peak, which 
had evidently suffered some recent dis- 
turbance. 
On arriving at the situation 


I saw that a great body of earth had 
broken away and rolled down the moun- 
tain. 


"The first thing to . attract me was 


the discovery of a small piece of broken 
earthenware, light brown in color, with 
an artistically worked trimming of 
Greek design worked in black pigment. 
It was just such a piece as those I had 
fcnmd in New Mexico some years be- 
fore, and any one • can imagine .my 
amazement at its discovery in that 
quarter. 


' 'I turned quickly to scan the sides of 


the earth where the avalanche had torn 
it apart, and in the midst of the crevice, 
not 300 yards awayfrom where I stood, 
I saw the protrusion of a wall of .dull 
gray masonry, crumbling and broken, 
but showing beyond all doubt, even at 
that distance, that the builder was-hu- 
man. On making further' investigations 
I found evidences of numeroae other 
walls at a distance of 80 or more feet 
apart, and some of them revealed cor- 
ners of masonry. 


"It soon became evident to me that 1 


had discovered an American Pompeii 
through the work of the avalanche. The 
remains of houses I saw were undoubt- 
edly those of a prehistoric city, covered 
with earth and debris, which had hid- 
den it through some volcanic action, 
possibly during, but most likely long 
after, its desertion, centuries on centu- 
ries 
ago. 


"All of the masonry was of beautiful 


isymmetry) constructed of hewn sand- 
stone blocks of an approximately even 
size, laid in strong mortar beds and 
with the joints broken. There were 
many pieces of broken pottery and other 
articles of domestic use lying around the 
ruins. 


"But I sought higher game, and after 


preparing a wooden handle to a copper 
spade which I picked up on the scene 
I went to digging most industriously. 
Almost 
immediately my antiquated 


spade unearthed a few more fragments 
of pottery, which seemed an ominous 
sign. As I reached about six feet be- 
neath the surface pots, vases, cups, 
plates, jugs, pipewand numerous articles 
of doubtful use and too heavy to bring 
away with me were uncovered with al- 
most every thrust of the spade. The last 
articles my spade revealed were mixed 
sizes of arrows, spears of odd design, 
scrapers, hatchets and drills. 


"I dug into a square room which had 


no windows in the walls. Here I found 
some of the finest specimens of pottery 
I have ever seen. 
They were beautiful- 


ly decorated aud finished in a .way 
that is a lost art to modern potters. 
There were many exquisitely shaped jars, 
about 8 feet tall and as perfectly pre- 
served as the china just delivered from. 
tho halids of our nineteenth century- 
potters—if anything, more artistically 
proportioned. 


"It does not requite much thought or 


study to see an undeniable connection 
between the evidence of prehistoric in- 
habitation in 
Spanish-America 
and 


those which I have unearthed in north- 
ern Alaska, a fact which opens an en- 
tirely new and extensive field for archae- 
ological study."

It is based on 
matteis that came up at the hearing 
in this city, and is throughout of great 
interest. 


The bill as proposed makes North 


Adams assume a proportionate amount 
of the Williamstown debt, as suggest- 
ed by Mayor "Wilkinson, based on the 
proportion of valuation, but exclusive 
of school property. This latter addi- 
tion i\ ill put an expense of about $3000 
on the city it is believed, and North

THE BIBLE IN THE HILLS 


Report of Bible Society's Worker in 


Town of Florida 


- 1 


The "Western Massachusetts 
Bible 


society which was organized in Pitts- 
fleld last month out of the Berkshire 
County Bible society, has begun its 
work supplying Bibles and getting 
church statistics by a house to house 
canvass. Money is to be raised ^for 
the cause from the people who are in- 
terested in tb.9 work during the prog- 
ress of the canvass, and by eiftg from 
other charitable people who are inter- 
ested in the work during the progress 
of the canvass, and by sifts from 
other charitable people. The national 
society will not be asked for aid; on 
the contrary if the local society has 
any surplus, it will be sivera to £he na- 
tional organization. The society will 
furnish Bibles at cost where there are 
none, or in cases of very poor people, 
give them away. The small towns M, ill 
probably be taken first, and then the 
larger ones. 


The report just received of the work 


done in the town of Florida illustrates 
to sopne extent the need and nature of 
this movement. The report of the 
worker there says: 


There is but one church building in 


the town, and there has been no 
preaching1 service in this for many 
months'. 
The 
society's 
missionary 


found the Sunday schools had been 
aba~idOTied. No prayer meetings were 
being held. It was found by careful 
exploraton that there w-ere 87 families 
in the town, and only 2~2 Claimed to at- 
tend any religious service. 
Eighty 


school children were found not attend- 
ing any Sunday school. Every 17th 
Protestant home was found to be des- 
titute of the Bible. These were sun- 
plied by the missionary of the society 
sent to labor in. that part of the state. 
Scriptures to the value of S13.20 were 
sold and given away. Forty of the fa- 
milies expressed a preference for the 
Baptist denomination, five foi the Con- 
gregational, three Episcopal, 
seven 


Methodist, 19 Homan Catholic,, six Unl- 
versallst, and seven had no religious 
preference. 
A Sunday 
school and 


preaching service has been started as 
one result of the work.

and this city, crossing the Greylock 
reservation. This is a county road to 
accommodate summer travel to Grey- 
lock, but the state reservation com- 
missioners, Messrs. Rockwell, Bascoin 
and Mole, doubted their right to per- 
mit the county commissioners to build 
it without action by the geneial court. 


Several other matters of Uerkshin 


interest came up in the legislature yc-s- 
lerday. Senator Post 
withdrew his 


opposition to the admission, of the bill 
authorizing- the Pittsfit-ld electric street 
railway company to extend into Lenox, 
etc., 
saying- he thought fairness de- 


manded its admission. It was sent 
to the street railway committee. 


An adverse report was made by the 


taxation committee on the petition of

tion league for tne exemption of per- 
sonal property taxed in other states, 
which is taxed in this state, and for 
the exemption of foreign corporation 
stock. The committee .however, favois 
the exemption side of the controversy 
fcy giving them a favor which the 
doomage people want repealed—the law 
which exempts now personal property 
bequeathed to trustees in other states 
for the benefits o£ residents of this state 
This law has been the object of strong 
attack by the strict ta\atioriists, but 
this committee reports on both sidf.-s of 
the question, thus leaving it probable 
that the fight this year will be as much 
of a drawn battle -as it has been for fhe 
last 10 years.'
